Coliseum, Chicago, Ju ne 8.— J u s ­ 
tice C harles Evans Hughes will be 
nominated by the Republican nation­ 
al convention, 
probably 
tomorrow, 
unless George von L. Meyer, William 
Loeb, Jr., and the Roosevelt Repub­ 
lican comm ittee agree to a Republi­ 
can who can come with the support 
of Col. Roosevelt. 
This was decided 
on today at an early conference of 
the Republican leaders who are in 
absolute control of the convention. 
They decided that there had been 
enough of "playing horse” with the 
Progressive 
convention 
delegates. 
The radical 
element 
controls that 
convention and 
it 
was made very 
plain th a t 
Col. 
Roosevelt himself 
realizes this, as he has finally and 
definitely refused to come to Chicago 
and personally settle the m atter. So 
the leaders mapped out their pro­ 
gram to provide tor the acceptance 
without discussion of the tem porary 
roll as presented to the convention 
by the national committee; to adopt 
the platform and complete all other 
business today 
if 
possible so that 
nominations would be the only thing 
left 
for 
tomorrow. 
And the only 
thing that would prevent this was 
delay in the 
report 
of the resole, 
tions committee. 
The Republican leaders are con­ 
vinced that Col. Theodore Rosevelt 
will uot be a candidate on the Pro­ 
gressive ticket when the voters go to 
the polis n»xt November. 
On what they base this confidence 
they will not say. 
B u t It is known 
that men of the calibre of Oscar 8. 
Straus, who was the candidate of the 
( Moose for 
governor 
of New’ York 
four years ago, 
have

: Hughes their second choice and will

ROOSEVELT AWAITS 


YV’ill Go to Chicmgo and Address the 


Republican 
National 
Convention 
If he Is Invited to l»o So.

Oyster 
Bay, 
June 
8.— Form er 
President Roosevelt will go to Chi­ 
cago and address the Republican con­ 
vention if the delegates request it. 
This was his answer to William B. 
Jackson of Maryland, one of the Re­ 
publican delegates, who sent a per­ 
sonal invitation asking the colonel 
to go to Chicago to address the con­ 
vention ln tiie interests of harmony. 
Jn his reply the colonel referred 
to the world crisis that exists at rhis 
time and made the plea that the R e­ 
publicans select a man who "shall 
rise level to the crisis*’ or in other 
words keep America at peace and at 
the same time give her the proper 
preparedness. 
Speaking of President Wilson, the 
colonel declared he 
"has 
rendered 
this people the most evil service th at 
can be rendered to a great democ­ 
racy." 
Col. Roosevelt charged the presi­ 
dent with "dulling the national con­ 
science" and "relaxing the spring of 
lofty national motive by teaching our 
people to accept high sounding words 
as atonement for shabby deeds." 
The 
colonel 
declared 
that 
the 
people of this country should bend 
their united energies in the eplrlt of 
Lincoln and Washington. 
The document, which was Intended 
es a reply to the Jackson Invitation, 
assumed the proportions of a long 
statement and was one of the most 
Important political pronouncements 
fhe Republicans are making theír j 
campaign.

Oear Sir:- Will you kindly pub­ 
lish the following statement which 
I think I should make ai this time 
as. 1 believe It will be of interest to 
many of your readers: 
1 have been Hooded with Inquiries 
and I have heard many expressions 
of amazement about the recent ac­ 
tion of the board of education as re­ 
gard- the appointment of an attend­ 
ance officer, so I am moved to make 
these utterances so that these citi­ 
zens and friends may understand my 
position in this matter. 
I have been the attendance officer 
for a long period and I have strived 
to do my work well and to the entire 
satisfaction of the board, the teach­ 
ers and parents concerned, and I 
have made every effort to keep the 
attendance records complete. I have 
taken a personal pride in my work 
always and I have sought to over­ 
come many obstinate cases of tru­ 
ancy. 
My record as an attendance 
officer is an open book and every 
taxpayer can easily read it. 
I have never resigned neither 
have I been informed that my serv­ 
ices were in any wise unsatisfactory, 
in fact I have received no official 
communication from the board of 
education, so I am at an entire loss 
to explain their action as set forth 
in the published accounts of their 
having appointed a woman a¿> my 
successor. 
It is with great reluctance that 1 
relate thi- matter as it is very em­ 
barrassing for a public official to de­ 
fend his position, however, I feei 
that the taxpayers should be familiar 
with the facts. 
I am not In any sense vindictive, 
neither am 1 dependent upon any 
public position for a livelihood. I 
• think it proper for me to remark 
that no matter how oapatde a woman 
may be she cannot he an efficient 
truant officer for the very nature of 
the position 
bespeaks force and 
marshal influence. 
I have found my strength taxed In 
many cases of truancy and it was 
necessary to be out in all sorts of 
weather. The position also requires 
persistent effort and the longer an 
officer is in the service the better the 
attendance for the many excuses of 
the habitual truant become exhaust­ 
ed and the power of the otticer be­ 
comes greater. 
Just why such an office should ue 
laken from a voter and taxpayer 1 
cannot quite understand and I be­ 
lieve that every parent and person 
interested 
our school system is 
entitled to information in this re­ 
gard.I am not confronted with any 
complaint from citizen or official, 
therefore I feel that I am Justined in 
making this statement.

For example, 
mutton with rice, and lamb with peas.

For a roast beef main dish, mashed 
or baked potatoes, spinach, cauliflow­ 
er. cooked cabbage, brussels sprouts 
or string beans are good combinations.
